AVE YOU ever thought of dedicating your 
H heart to God so that His courage may fill 
it at all times?

GOD'S TRUTH IS THE LAW OF MY LIFE. 


HEN God created us He established a 

\ " / law that enables us to live a rich, full, 

happy, and completely satisfying life 
as long as we live according to its principles. This 
law we call divine principle or Truth. 

Many have attempted to define Truth as a work- 
ing principle, but while they have been helpful 
and have furnished us with ideas that enable us to 
get a better understanding of God, only we our- 
selves can realize through spiritual perception 
what Truth is. Our most easily accessible key to it 
is found in the teachings of Jesus Christ, whose 
understanding of God was perfect. 

If we study Jesus’ teachings we shall see that 
the way of living and conduct that He advocated 
is simple enough, but it often seems impossible to 
us because we do not dare to follow it literally: 
“Have faith in God.” “Love your enemies.” “Re- 
sist not.” ““Ask, and ye shall receive.” ‘“Give, and 
it shall be given unto you.” “Be not . . . anxious 
for the morrow.” Nevertheless if we do try to 
accept these teachings literally we shall find our 
life filled with contentment.
